Gita Mehta wanted to shimmy 
and the hippy came our wanting 
to learn the rope trick.

Ruby Constad is, of course, 
likable: her kind of intuilüiye 
worldliness and touches of the 
unpredictable leave a taste of 
hope. The same is not true of 
Anne Redmon's narrator, 
Emil: Stone. The two uorvels, 
the two women, share a death 
and a tone of confidential 
revelalion ; but while Ruby is 
comfortable, Emily is gawky in 
her unhappiness. 

Emily Stone is the stacy of a 
friendship between two totally 
different girls, one fanciful 
and alert, the other a wary 
“soldier of the intellect”, 
whose Socialist Fulham child- 
hood bas lefr a chilly mark of 
stoicism. They are divided by 
1ıemperament, by an act of 
malice, and, in time, by death, 
and the book is at its best in 
the realms of iotimacy, tracing 
the inroads made by too keen 
an appraisal of the manDeu.

But in the end, it is really a

Law and

Spike Island Portrait of a 


e vision, James 
McClure (Pan, E95) 


Cops and robbers have never 
seemed quite the same since 
Tony Garnett and G. F. New- 
man's television .serles, Lau 
and Order. Just three pro- 
grammes were quite enough to 
dispel a hundred preconcep- 
tions built up through years of 
ing Cars and The 
ıreeney. 

The persuasive strength of 
Law and Order lay in its refu- 
sal to plate policemen and vil- 
Jains on opposite sides of the 
fence. Here they were, almost 
for the first time, speaking the 
same Janguage, Jiving in the 
same underworld, bargaining 
and counter bargaining ; almost 
interchangeable. It was not, as 
sore critics complained, 
simply a story of police cor- 
ruption, bur rather a refresh- 
ing recognition that the police 
could orly do. the job we give 
them by playing at least part 
of the criminals" game. A sort 
of primitive justice emerged, 
in which professional criminals 
gor their deserts not through 
the assiduous collection of 
clues and the gradual accumu- 
lation of hard evidence, but 
rather through collusion be- 
tween the police and paid (or 
blackmailed) informers, 

The policemen and ex-vil- 
lains thar I're spoken to about 
the series haye been quick to 
acknowledge its validity, with 
one important reservation. Gar« 
nete and Newman & 
exactly righr, they admit. But 
only for the Metropolitan 
Police. Matters are different 
away from London. Profes- 
sional crime on such a scale is 
relatively unknown, and most 
poliee work in “ the sticks ” js 
wirh small-time hoods and hoo- 
ligans where " deals” and 
* informers” hardly matter. 

James McClure is the Gar- 
mert-Newman of the provincey. 
The town here is Liverpool, 
and although there"s no short- 
age of crime in the police divic 
sion to which the author 
attached himself (Merseyside is 
seid to hare the country’s 
worst law-and-order problem, 
and “A” dirision takes the 
brunt of the increase in vin: 
lence and disorder), the style 
of crime hardly fits into the 
Law-and-Order format. The 
criminals here are burglars. 
muggers, vandals and 
tearawayS, whose outbursts are 
morê often prompted hy 3 per- 


ceived insult, or a bellyfull of 
drink, than by any rational 
plan. 


Not that we get nıuch direct 
evidence of their own rexsans 
for criminal .. involvement, 
McClure travels only with the 
police, and his book is very 
much a ceJebration of how a 
bunch of ovêrworked. and 
under-aquipped coppers some.

not fully comprehended the 
ideas of the Hypermoderns and, 
with the passage of time, his 
own knowledge and comprehen.

rated. This I found out for 
myself two years after the 
publication of Modern Chess 
Strategy when he visited 
England and played in a ‘rather 
weak Premier Tournament at 
Hastings, coming equal eighth 
and ninth out of 10 players.

With. rhe death of Edward 
Lasker in New York last week 
there passed the last master 
representative of the Tarrasch 
school of play. It might be 
asked how this could be since 
the heyday of the Tarrasch era 
was, the 1890s. Well, Lasker 
was 95 when he died and the 
Tarrasch school was really in 
command of international chess 
right up to the 1930s. 

True, the  Hypermodern 
School! beaded by such remark- 
able figures as Nimzowitsch, 
Réti, Breyer and Tartakower 
made some sort'of a breach in 
Tarrasch’'s classical theories in 
the 1920s, bur ir was not as 
permanent or effective as the 
Hypermoderns claimed. Funda- 
mentally, Tarrasch was right 
and thè Hypermoderns, while 
not exactly wrong, were on a 
side rurning rather than the 
main line of theory. In the long 
rur it wil be found that 
Tarrasch’s Three Hundred 
Games of Chess contains more 
valid and reasonable instructior 
for the. aspiring student than 
Reti’s Modern Ideas in Chess. 

Edward Lasker, who gained a 
great deal of vicarious and 
misleading renommêe through 
being a relative of the great 
Emanuel Lasker, was, for most 
of his long Ife, never much 
more than a minor master and 
only for a short period a good 
international master. He never, 
for instance, won the US 
championship, and though 
Andrew Soltis states ini my 
Encyclopaedia that he came 
tenth in the great international 
tournament at New York in 
1924 he omits to mention that 
there were only 11 players. Yet 
it was still a good performance. 
Irn a double-round event he 
scored victaries over Rei and 


Tartakower and made the equal 
' score of two draws with 
Alekhine. 


But Lasker's chitef claim to 
famé came in a book, Schach- 
strategie, which he published in 
Leipzig in 1911 ard which 
appeared der the English title 
ûf Chess Strategy in London in 
1918. 3 

I read it at the age of 16 and 
found it a fascinating and most 
rewarding exposition of Tar- 
rasch’s ideas. Two or three 
years later I found Nimso- 
witsch™s Die Praxis meines 
Systems equally fascinating but 
nowhere near as helpful or 
convincing. Nearly 40 years 
later Lasker rewrote Chess 
Strategy under the title Modern. 


incorporating the ideas of the 
Hypermoderrıs in bis work.

But among 
the haphazard piles of books in 
her arcade bookshop I found 
the early issues of Architectural 
Rewer sull in their original 
wrappers wit the advertise- 
ments intact, Shanks Patent 
Wash-Down Closer, Waricıs und 
Gilow"s Ncw Woztlpaper, Robert 
Bovle's Airpump Ventilator, 
Pilkinzton’s Tile & Pottery 
Company, Twyford's Adamant 
Fire-cloy Urinals, Waiter Mac- 
farlane"s Electric Light Pillarz, 
etc. How Britaın spread her 
civilization, her commerce and 
her comforts to the farthest 
corners of the earth! 

Back in Australia (whar’s 
1600 miles these days... One 
weekend we went tu Leura. 
My wife had been sent there 
unwillingly for childhuod boeli- 
days — holidays she would 
have preferred to spend on 
Manly Beach. It is a small and 
charming town with English 
gardens and Scottish names like 
Balmoral Avenue, but above all 
it has breathtaking views of the 
Blue Mountains. Where once 
had been, perhaps, a general 
store was now a secondhand 
bookshop. There was the usual 
wall of Australian history, sets 
of Walter Scott, Dickens znd 
Thackeray, even a row of 
Charlotte M. Yonge, and several 
shelies of other uovels.

Berkelouw’s have recently 
rebuilt one of their farm 
buildings, transforming it mto a 
magnificent book barn.

It contained more than 
1,000 items, including artists" 
monographs, exhibition cata- 
logues, Australian book illus- 
trators, and just about evcry- 
thing by the Lindsay family. 
The prices ranged from A$2 to 
A§$1,750, demonstrating that 
colecünkg is not just a rich 
man'x hobby. Australian chil- 
dren"s books, they say, are to 
be the vubject of ù future 
catalogue. 

1n every major town and city 
booksellers proliferute. On a 
recent visit I counted five major 
antiquarian bookshops in Syd- 
ney and four in Melbourne, and 
there arc many more who have 
no pretenlüons to being anti- 
quarian but just plain, honest- 
to-goodness secondhand. Joan 
Sanderson and her husband at 
Carlingford, a few miles out of 
Sydney, are one of these, With 
their own hands they have 
restored a small, stone-built 
Nonconformist chapel and tur- 
ned it into a bookshop which is 
reminiscent of a college library. 

From them I bought the 
collected edition of the works 
of Walter Bagehot in 10 
volumes published in 1915. 
Indeed to the stranger it is not 
Australiana but the other books 
that appeal. Who would expect 
to find Robert Fultor's A 
treatise on the improvement of 
canal navigation, 1796, one of 
the earliest books to describe 
the building of canal locks, on 
the shelves of Margaret Wood- 
house in Macquarie Street, 
Sydney, or the Reports of the 
Commissioners of Woods and 
Forests, 1809-16, which pub- 
lished the original plans for 
laying out London’s Regent's 
Park, at Peter Arnold’s in 
Melbourne? 

A small collection of early 
books or the workings of 
tramways was perhaps more 
predictable from Kay Craddock, 
also of Melbourne, for travel. 
ling in trams is still one of the 
pleasures of that elegant Victo- 
rian city. In Melbourne again is 
quire the finest printshop 
anywhere outside Europe and 
America. It is a branch of

Australians are still putting 
dnwn their roots. For two, four 
or more generations, the mar 
jority have «prung from Eng: 
lish, Irish, Welsh or Scottish 
<rack. Those are proud indeed 
whn can trace their origins to 
canvıct beginnings. The record 
nffices are busy with amateur 
bur serous rencalogists and 
many hundreds come tu Britain 
each year seeking out distant 
relations and even penple with 
the same surname in the towns 
and villages from which their 
family set out, 

So it is not surprising that to 
Auutrralians book collecting is, 
by and large, collecting books 
about Ausıralia, and in every 
artiquarian and secondhand 
bookshop there is a wall of 
“Ausraliana". In the grandest 
of them, like McCormick's in 
Sydney or Kennvıh Hince in 
Melbourne, you will find the 
grvat and early books such as 
the first account of Captain 
Cook’s three voyages, published 
between 1773 and 1785 in eighl 
quarto volumes, and a falio of 
magnificent copperplate engrav- 
ings. Fifty years aRo a set could 
have been bought in London 
from Muggs or Francis Edwards 
for £25. Today il costs the 
Australian equivalent of £4,000- 
£5,000. 

The first serious book-callec- 
tor in Australia was David Scorı 
Mitchell, after whom the Mit. 
chell Library in ihe State 
Library of New South Wales is 
named. When he died in 1907 he 
left some 61,000 volumes as well 
us ù large body of manuscripts, 
maps and prints, and since he 
believed thar collecting should 
notr cease with his death he 
generously cndowed the library 
su that it could continue to 
gather further related material. 
Today the Mitchell Library has 
more than 400,000 vulumes of 
printed books and manuscripts 
and is the world's greatest 
collection relating to Australia 
and the Southern Hemisphere. 

The Late Rex Nan Kivell of 
the Redfern Gallery in London 
also spent his life collecting 
pictures, prints, ‘books and 
manuscripts orn Australia and 
the Southern Pacific. His 
collection is now in the National 
Library at Canberra. Never 
again will rhose unique trea. 
sures come on the market. That 
does not mearı that there is not 
a lat left to collect. 

Kenneth Hince holds book 
auctions in Melbourne twice a 
year, largely devoted to books 
of Australian interest. At one of 
them a fine copy of Matthew 
Flinders’s A Vovage to Terra 
Australis, undertaken for the 
purpose of cornpleting the 
discovery of that vast country, 
published in London in 1814, 
fetched A$11,700 (£5,850) and at 
another Lieutenant Dale’s two 
folding panoramic views of 
King George's Sound in a hand. 
coloured mezzotint of 1834 
made A$9,200 (£4,600). It is, 
however, the less expensive 
books which occupy the time 
and space of most booksellers 
and collectors. 

Berkelouw’s, who were estab- 
lished in Amsterdam in 1812 


and opened in Sydney in 1948, 


The final stage of the British 
Bridge League Selection Trials 
was held in London in mid 
March. Fight pairs had quali- 
fied from an earlier trial in 
Birmingham at the end of 
Japuary. In the irıtervening 
weeks, the selectors performed 
the delicate task of forming the 
pairs into teams. Those pairs 
finishing in the first three in 
Birmingham were given a 
choice of team-mates (subject to 
the selectors approval). The 
winners, Mervis and Calder- 
wood, chose their regular 
campanions, Dixon and Silvers- 
tone, and the Scottish pair, 
Kelsey and McGonagle, who had 
been second in Birmingham, 
chose Armstrong and Kirby. 


As the remaining pairs were 
not homogeneous, the selectors 
era obliged to act as a lonely 
hearts bureau. They showed the 
skill of the practised consultant 
who, with no blondes fond of 
sport available, persuades the 
suitor that a _music-loving 
brunerte would prove just as 
compatible. 

The line-up was completed by 
aligning Rose and Sheehan with 
Pencharz and Brock, and Col- 
lings and Hackert with Sowter 
and Lodge. The bridge tipsters 
made the Dixon team favourites, 
and swiftly proved themselves as 
unreliable as their racing collea- 
gues. 1 

It was a good thing tha 
spectarors were as scarce as 
swallows in February, for the 
rrials were conducted in 
cramped surroundings. Even if 
the use of bidding boxes 
precluded the possibility of 
hcaring the bidding at another 
table, theoretically, nothing 
could bave prevented the oc- 
casional revealing comment ir 
the post-mortem from being 
overheard. 

1 do not suggest for one 
moment that any competitor 
would use such unauthorized 
information. Bur suppose a 
player takes ai unusual decision 
blatantly at variance with the 
odds, and it is succesful. Would it 
not be natural for his opponent to 
allow a possibly unworthy 
suspicion to deflect him from 
concentrating exclusively on the 
game? 

To place this extra burden on 
the players’ concentration in a 
serious tournament can never be 
justified.

Ivies are splendid ground 
cover plants. There are many 
varieties, green, golds, white 
and silver variegated, and they 
grow happily in sun or shade, 
splendid for ground under 
trees. They may be increased 
by cu from the 
shoots 34in long in a 
mixture’ of equal parts by 
volume of peat and sand. This is 
best done in July or August. 


Keep the plants iı a or 
under cloches until they are 
ready to plant out the following 


year. 

The ivy is a curious plant it 
will go on producing juvenile or 
climbing growths, sometimes 
called “runners”, as long as 
there is something for them to 
cling to by their aerial roots, 
When runners reach the 
limit of their support — a wall 
or fence, for example — they 
produce arborescent or woody 
growth that does not cling. If 
you take cuttings of these 
arbarescent growths they make 
bushy skrubs which do not 
climb. Cuttings of the runners 
will produce plants that will 
continue to rurt or climb. 

When . planted as ground 
cover, most ivies and various

Let us turn our attention this 
week, brothers and sisters, nOt 
to a new word or meaning, but 
to a deficiency ia the language. 
English has by far the largest 
vocabulary of any tongue that 
bas babbled since the boys 
started to build a tower to 
reach unto heaven on a pl 
in the land of Shinar. 

But there are still blanks in 
it. There is uo word for 
Schadenfreude, We say that 
tha: is because the English are 
such decent, agreeable people. 
Germans say there is a hole in 
the language. There is no way 
that 'one can say miutatis 
mutandis in English without 
intolerable peripbrasis, 

C. H. Rolpb, the learned and 
witty wordsmith on. penal and 
most other matters, 1s looking 
for an adjective to fill another 
gap. We fill ir at present with 
an illogical use of words such 
as extraordinary, strange, odd, 
and rum. 

Here are some examples. 
*“ Aren't people extraordin- 
ary 2?" A person can be extra- 
ordinary $; but. it is ‘quite im- 
possible for people tû be. extra- 
ordinary. “Isn't it odd how 
everyone seems to think ...?” 
lf ererybody does it, it cannot 
be odd, baby. “Strange that 
no one eyer replies to such 
appeals” If no one does, it 
must be familiar, not strange. 
“ Extraordinary name, Simnith, 
really; I mean you find it 
coupled with absolutely any- 
thing . . ." [su't it odd that 
everybody says this kind of 
thing ? I certaioly do. And so 
does dear C. H. Rolph. 

There is a similar rum îTlogi- 
caliry in the universal journd- 
listiec misuse of mear/means/ 
meant/ will mean. For example, 
from the romantic topic of the 
hour: “Lord Spencers friend- 
shin with the Royal Family 
meant that the Queen is god- 
mother to .. ”" Well, I sce 
what he means, but, really, it 
didn’t mean anything of the 
sort. 8 

George Mikes, that most 
native of aliens, who writes 
better English than most of us, 
points out another black hole 
in the language. He feclares 
zhat there is one expression he 
has particularly missed for 43 
xears, ever since he tried tn 
lean our Jlansuage. Jf it 

xisted it would be “bow 
manieth? ”"—the equivalent of 
Wie zielte in German; or 
homzadik in Hungarian. 

When one gets irto a lift, the 
Person nearest the buttons Kay 
ask. “ Which floor? ”, wich is 
a reasonable substitute to help 
one over the deficiencs. Btt 
if you want to knoe how 
manieth child a chap is in his 
family, you have ‘to ask: “ Any 
brothers or sisters?” Then, 
when he replies that he has 
seven ‘brothers and eight 
sisters, you hare to carry on 
with your prolix interrogation: 
“ Are you the eldest am2ng the 
boys?” We badly need lıov? 
marieth, and it is odd that our 
fecund and flexible larauage 
has not produced such a usefu] 
interrogative. 

There are other gaps in the 
language, the most obvious one 
being the lack of a sexually 
neutral pronoun inštead his or 
hers. Ir also seems cdd tuat a 
1snguage that evolred, like êl1 
"langtages ir 3 pastoral and 
agricultural society, should have 
ro singular for the word cattle. 
We have to say heifer/caw or 
ox‘ bullock. bull, whieh is curt- 
bersome and lumbering.

Sir, When in 1976 nen procedures 
were agreeıl between Church and 
Smte for the appointment uf 
tliocesuan bishops, many of Us hailed 
this as a reusunable solution to & 
long-standin grievance in the 
Church. Wirhour disestablishment 
and irs timèwasting upheavals, the 
agreement scemed 1» give the 
Ciuurch the effective vuice in the 
choice of its episcopal leaders, 

Those nf us who supported this 
develnnment were however akare 
thut the insistence on a final choice 
butweenr two names by rhe Prime 
Minister would have to be balan- 
ced by a willingness to observe the 
spirit of the agreement. We under’ 
stand that the Prime Minister could 
not constitutionally he a rubber 
stamp, but would normally accept 
the. Church's first choice and that 
there would have to be nowerful 
«reasons for insisting on the letter 
of the agreement and rejecting rhat 
chalice. 

We are bound to ask what were 
the powerful reasons in the case 
of the choice of a bishop for the 
diocese of London. Plainly the con- 
fidenttality assunıed for such 
appointments has becn penetrated 
by some skilful] listening, interpreln 
ing and reporring. This may be a 
good thing, since otherwise the 
Church has no means of generating 
the confidence that her procedures 
are correct. 

Three reasons for 
Minister's intervention 
guessed. 2 

(1) The first is rhat she has 
submitted to lobbying. If the new. 
system were to be such that the 
final choice could be influenced 
by lobbying the Prime Minister, 
the precedent would raise a horri- 
fying prospect. The Church would 
react against the system and 
change it. ۴ 

{2) A second reason is that the 
Prime ‘Minister became convinced 
that the present official policies of 
the General Synod should be 
checked hy the arpointment of 4 
notablv independen1 character to 
the third see. Many who would 
sympathize wirh such a motive will 
nevertheless deplore the notin that 
the Prime Minister has the risiıt 
to brina the Church to heel. This 
again would ultimately lead ıhe 
Church to change the system. 

(3) Or was it hat the Prime 
Minister, through tbe advice avail- 
able to her. believed she krew 
better than 1he Church through irs 
agreed and complex procedures * If 
this were so, we would have to Con- 
clude that tha new system is as 
vunerable as the one it replaces.

He was a remarkably popukır 
aod successful High Conmimis- 
sioner—the length of his stay 
iı London (his original appoint- 
ment was for fivê years which 
was subsequently extended) .is 
some measure of the esteem in 
which he was held in both 
Canberra and London, At the 
risk of seeming partial it is 
probably true to ‘say ‘that his 
time at Oxford did nothing .to 
diminish his natural attachment 
to Britain and things British. 
Tt would, however, be quite 
untrue to consider Downer as 
merely an amiable and popular 
man ; he was a good Australian, 
unafraid to speak out on issues 
on which he felt strongly ; this 
wag made plain ar the time of 
the Common Market negotia- 


tions when he urged that 
Britain skould not abdicate her 
position İn Australasia. The 


effect on trade between the 
two countries was obvious 
something which exercised bo 
him and his government, but 
Downer was thinking in wider 
terms when he warned that 
Brirain “ will count for Jess and 
less în proportion to ber retreat 
from global responsibilities ”. 

Alrhough he was originally a 
politician and a member of the 
Menzies Government, Downer 
was well liked by many mem- 
bers of the Australian Labour 
Party and one of his closest 
Canberra friends was Labour 
firebrand Eddie Ward who was 
even known to stay at Downer’s 
home in Adelaide. 

IF there is such a thing as 
the Australiaa Establishment, 
Downer was a member of if. 
He was from a wealthy, estab- 
lished Adelaide family and to 
some, because of his rounded 
accent and conservative Jlife- 
style, was seen to be similar to a 
figure from the nineteenth cen- 
tury English gentry. But be was 
a man of wide culture, an inter- 
nationalist, a man with tremen- 
dous warmth and a common 
touch probably developed by 
the comradeship of years spent 
j in _a prisoner-of-war carp. 

His public image was that of 
an .extremely proper ‘person yet 
‘he often špoke out strongly 
against censorship and openly 


admired the frank attitude 
towards sex shown by the 
young people of the 1960s and 


1970s. : 

“ My views have always been 
a mixture of the conservative 
and the radical ”, he said once, 
* Don’t forget that I was one 
of tbe authors of one of the 
most radical reports ever made 
to the Australian Parliament, 
the report of the Constitutiona 
Committee which we presented 
in 1959 and which kas been 
Ppigeon-holed ever since.”.

A decision on whether Trust-

Reinvesting ‘frozen’ 


In 1970, at the age of 42, I 
changed my employment. My 
contributions to two earlier pen- 
sion funds were earning 3 per 
cent per annum, My present 
employers were unable to 
arrange a transfer so J] decided 
to withdraw my frozen contri- 
butious and reinvest them in 
guaranteed investment bonds. 

For example, I purchased a 
20-year deferred annuity with 
Noble Lowndes ' (now part of 
the Hill Samuel Group) for 
£500. At the age of 62, in June, 
1990, I shall ‘be able to choose 
between an anmuity of £229 
per annum guaranteed for five 
years or a cash option of 
£2,325. At present I have no 
immediate need of the capital 
which I ivvested in bonds. If I 
were to withdraw it now Y 
would receire 95 per cent of 
the original investment plus 40 
per cent interest per arımuity. 

Inflation is rapidly eroding 
the value of the annoity which 
J envisage would make a small 
but significant contribution to 
my eventual retirement perr 
sion. 

Is there anything J can de to 
improve the return on this in- 
vestment or should 1 retain it 
until it matures ? (JWS, North- 
ampton). 

From the details you pro- 
vide ir would seem that the 
terms on withdrawal of your 
bond now are significantly less 
favourable than you would 
enjoy if you left it to rum îts 
full course. This means that 
you would have to earn a high 
yield on any alternative invest 
ment to make it worth while. 
The further interest rates ‘fall. 
the more difficult it becomes 
to achieve this.

Average, has to be taken with 
a pînch of salt. Ir looks as 
though it represents the results 
of long, detailed and deep 
research into the nation’s bank 
and building society deposits— 
but no such thing. All it repre- 
sents is what is left over after 
all the known items of expen- 
diture have been extracted 
from personal income after tax. 

So what was the Average 
family spending its money on 
in 1980 ? Compared with those 
for 1970, the figures make fas- 
cinating _ reading. It was a 
decade in which, intermittent 
economic crisis notwithstand- 
ing, disposable incomes rose. by 
30 per cent in real terms and, 
as might be expected, that left 
people with a lot more money 
for the joys, as opposed to tha 
necessities, of life, 

So Mr and Mrs Average and 
Family spent only 17.6 per cent 
of their income on food in 1980, 
as_opposed to 20.6 per cent ‘in 
1970—and that even though 
they developed more expensive 
tastes (spending on food, in 
real terms, rose by just over 5 
per cent over the decadeı. 

„_ Spending on housing, reflect- 
ing higher mortgaze rates and 
council rents, went up by a 
whopping 18.5 per cent, but it 
still represented only 14 per 
cent of the Average family's 
expenditure in 1980, as opposed 
to 14.5 per cent ir 1970. The 
Averages spent less of their 
income on fuel and Hight, tno 
(4.3 per cent against 4.8 per 
cent in 1970), 

„ Where did all 

Income go? Well, ir went on 
wine, women and song. 

You can see why the Chancel. 
lor felt he might without undue 
injustice put a few hob on a 
bottle of wine and a few more 
on a battle of spirits, when you 
look at the pattern of expendi- 
ture on alcohol’ over the past 
10 years, As against rhe 6,3 
per cent of Average income 
which it absorbed in 1970, by 
1980 jit took 7.5 per cent 
reflecting a rise in spending in 
real terms of almost 5û per 
cent.

In Mr MacMillan"s immortal 
words, we have never had it so 
good. That, at least, is the con- 
Clusion to be drawn from the 
National Incomes and Expendi- 
ture accounts for the fourth 
quarter of 1980, which were 
published last week. 

They showed that total per- 
sonal income before tax rose by 
18 per cent during 1980 and 
thar. even after allowing for 
inllation, personal disposable 
Income rnse by 3 per cent in the 
year.

nicely. 6 

Well. of course, there are lies, 
damned lies und statistics; and 
the elusive Mr Average who 
emerges from these figures 
probabiy bears no relation to 
any human being known to you 
or me—such as not only old Joe 
down the road, who was sacked 
lust rear and is now trying to 
make ends meet on supplement- 
ary benefit. but also old George 
over the hill, who left his jnb 
with an £80,000 handshake last 
week and whose contribution to 
the national accounts over the 
next two months—the cruising 
season—will take the form of 
^ expendittre abroad ". 

And what about young 
Eleanor, who found herself her 
first job at £7,000 a year threc 
months ago and is fceling quite 
unreasonably rich, and not-so- 
xoung Marianne, whose pay rûse 
by 50 per cent two years ago 
but by only 5 per cent last year. 
She is starting To feel quite 
disagrecably poor. 

Air Average is still basking in 
the memory of a 15 per cent rise 
in his real disposable income 
between 1977 and 1979; but his 
feet started turning cold roughly 
half way through 1979 and they 
have been getting colder since. 
Hence the rise in the savings 
ratio, from an average of 14.1

At about 10 yesterday morning 
two grey copies of the Finance 
Bill thudded on to our desks. 
Immediately, we started picking 


our way through it, clause by 


clause, to see what pleasant or 
nasty surprises the Chancellor 
had slipped in which were not 
clear from his Budget state- 
ment. 

No doubt, over the next few 
weeks ather nuggets of informa- 
tion will be discovered and the 
tax avoidance iadustry will 


. start the anrual process of look- 


ing for - meanings that the 
parliamentary draftsmen 
coud never have dreamt were 
in the legislation. 

Meanwhile, here are some 
points from the Bill which were 
not clear in the Budget pro- 
poşals. 

Compa: cars: from 1982-83 
there will be a new extra cash 
equivalenr for higher paid em- 
ployees and directors for the 
private petrol provided by ar 
employer. The amounts will be 
the subject of a Treasury Order 
and the Inland Revenue is now 
canvassing opinions on how this 
benefit should be assessed and 
the ways in which tax should 
be deducted by employers. 

Credit Tokens : these are basic- 
ally credit cards and any ex- 
pense incurred by an employee 
via a company credit card will 
be treated as part of his tax- 
able salary. This will îrclude 
not only seryices and goods and 
so oo, but also any service 
charge or interest. So it will be 
important to make certain that 
your employer pays your com- 
pany credit card bills on time, 
Sickness Benefit Schemes: all 
sickness payments made by. 
employers are to be taxable as 
earmed income, This stops the 
operation of ope particular sick» 
ness benefit insurance scheme. 

But far higher paid em- 

ployees there is good news 
about permanent health insur- 
ance schemes in general, The 
premiums on any permanent 
health insurance scheme will 
not now be taxable as benefits 
in kind. Before, if the em- 
plovee had the benefit as of 
right, rather than at his em- 
ployer’s discretion, the pre 
mium was a taxable benefiL 
Season Tickets: as we already 
knew from the Budget, season 
tickets bought for use bv em- 
ployees earning less tlıan £8,500 
a year are to become fully tax- 
able perks from April 6, 1982. 
However, in the small print of 
the Bill, the Revenue is requir- 
ing employers to report which 
employees have received season 
tickets in 1981-82. 
Iavestment in new trading com- 
panies : the nıucbh vaunted in- 
come tax relief for investment 
in trading companies is set 
about with so many restrictions 
that one must seriously question 
irs usefulness. The prohibitions 
are much worse than even the 
Budget statemeot indicated. 

The £10,000 a vear upper 
Himit on the total value of these 
investments applies to singlê 
people or jointly to married 
couples (yet another reason to 
stay unmarried). The scheme 
seems really to apply only to 
non-financial service businesses 
nr, to manufacturing and even 
this last is open to some doubt 
hecause there is a prohibition 
on “dealing in goods" as a
